WAS FAMOUS AS SCULLER 


Directed Western Oarsmen Since 
1911——Formerly Coached at 
Harvard and Georgetown. 


MADISON, Wis., Oct. 8 @.—Harry 
E. (Dad) Vail, coach of the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin crew since 1911 
and formerly nationally known as a 
sculler, died this morning at Sage- 
town, New. Brunswick, according to 
word received today by university 
authorities. 

Coach Vail, who was 67, had been 
fll for some time. He died without 
achieving his ambition of seéiig a 
Cardinal crew victorious in the inter- 
collegiate regatta at Poughkeepsie. 
The crew’s best efforts put it in a 
second on third place, 

He was identified all his life with 
water sports and in his youth was 
one of the leading scullers of the 
country. A native of Canada, he 
competed in his first race at the 
age of 15 and at 38 reached the 
climax of his career as a. sculler 
when he defeated Bedford Brown, 

His career as a coach started with 
the Neptune Rowing Club of St. 
Johns, N. B.: He later became coach 
of the West Pennsylvania:and Ves- 
per Boat Clubs of Philadelphia, He 
coached the Artel Boat Club of Bal- 
timore for eighteen years, turning 
out many winning-crews. He became 
assistant coach at Harvard in 1902, 
remaining seven years and then’ be- 
came head coach at Géorgetown. 
Two years later he came to Wis- 
consin,

| Dribble “Causes Too ‘bbl prem Regie 


Officials Contend—"Guarding 
From Rear’ Also Penalized, 


Although not going so far as to re- 
strict the dribble to a single bounce, 
an action which was taken last year 
and then rescinded after a storm of 
controversy, the new basketball rtiles 
announced yesterday for 1928-28 have 
considerable to say about. regulating 
this spectacular feature of the game, 
according to The Associated Press, 

A new clause is added (Rule 15, 
Section 9, under the head of personal 
fouls), which reads: 

“A player shall not hold, trip, 
charge or plish an opponent whether 
or not either player has possession of 
the ball. If a dribbler charges into 
an opponent or makes personal con- 
tact with an opponent, without an 
apparent effort to avoid such .con- 
tact, & personal foul shall be called 
on the dribbler. 

Intended to Check Fouls, 

"Tf, despite the dribbler’s effort to 
avoid contact, personal contact en- 
Sties, either player, or béth, may be 
guilty; but the greater responsibility 
is ‘on ‘the dribbler if he tries to 
atibble by an opponefit who is if his 
path.” 

This is designed to ‘‘emphasize the 
responsibility of the dribbler in. con- 
nection with the fouls resulting. from 
the dribble,’’ said. Oswald Toaer, 
Andover, Mass., official interpteter 
of the rules. 

“Most of those who advocate re- 
striction of the dribble,” he added, 


“think that the dribble is used too 
much or that it is impossible to check 
A the use.

“Tf the dribbler’s path is blocked, 
he is expected to pass or shoot. This 
is, he ought not to try to dribble by 
an opponent unless there is a réa- 
sonable chance of getting by without 
contact, but more attention than 
hitherto {is to be directed to the drib- 
bler’s responsibility.’’

‘ON A REAL BATTLEFIELD. 


The plans of Governor SMITH to 
confine to Louisville his Southern 
speechmaking on this week’s trip 
have. been changed to the extent 
that he will make several rear-plat- 
form appearances en route to Chat- 
tandoga and Nashville, in Tennes- 
seé,-for conferences. It is prob- 
able that. great crowds will urge 
him to say a few words and that he 
will yield. ‘But Louisville is an excel- 
lent choice for his set. speech on the 
tariff. “There his voice and presence 
will. be thrown aggressively at one 
of =the’ southernmost fortresses of 
the Republican Party—a position 
won almost entirely on industrial 
issues. Kentucky quit the Demo- 
cratic Party for the first.time. in 
1896.0n an economic issue, and in 
1924 President CooLipce carried the 
State on a prosperity issue. Louis- 
ville fell away incréasingly from:the 
Democrats in the days when BRYAN 
dominated the party, and of Jate 
years it has become a very great in- 
dustrial centre of the new industrial 
South, and apparently unshakably 
devoted to the economic program of 
the Republican Party. Recent polit- 
ical history in that city and the cur- 
rent registration figures imply that 
the Republicans have a long lead. 
Should Governor SMITH by = his 
speech be able materially to cut it 
down, his chances in Kentucky would 
change vastly for the better. 

Geographically, Louisville is. the 
hub of a great and doubtful political 
region: of Southern Indiana, which 
is traditionally Democratic but has 
wavered recently, and of Western 
Kentucky, «which has been dis- 
turbed by anti-Catholic feeling. The 
trend politically in Louisville ig also 
often reflected in: Northern Tennes- 
see. Historically, the community 
tributary to the Kentucky metrop- 
olis is more familiar with tariff’ de- 
bates than most others, for HENRY 
WATTERSON long thundered in: his 
newspaper there, and for many years 
the tariff was one of the leading 
subjects. “A tariff for revenue 
only.” ‘was-his phrase, and the new 
Democratic protectionist doctrine 
would probably have touched on 
heresy in his. judgment. But’ as 
early as 1910, informed that five 
Texas Democrats in Congress 
favored’ free raw materials, he re- 
marked: “Then .there are - five 
“damned fools in the Texas delega- 
tion.” Physically; the great armory 
where SMITH<is to speak will hold 
nearly 15,000 people, and its dark 
vaulted roof has echoed to the ora- 
tory ‘of BRYAN, WATTERSON, CAR- 
MACK of Tennessee and many eet 
party speakers.

BY SEA, AIR AND LAND. 


Mr. Eimer A. Sperry, who has 
turned “ an interesting scientific toy 
with erratic qualities” to practical 
uses; putting a gyroscopic mechan- 
ical helmsman on ships, providing a 
stabilizer to prevent them from roll- 
ing, devising a means of signaling 
to avert collisions at sea and helping 
the aviator to keep his balance in 
the, air and to defy. fire, has. now 
turned his attention to the safety 
and comfort of those who travel on 
land.. It. was reported in yesterday's 
Times that he had perfected an elec- 
trical device by which the ‘slightest 
crack in a steel rail could be de- 
tected. It is to be subjected to tests 
on some of the principal railroads 
this week, but it has already satis- 
fied representatives of the-American 
Railway Association, who approve it 
as one of the most important safety 
moves in. years. 

Of the mechénical steersman, pop- 
ularly called the “ Metal Mike,” who 
holds the ship so rigidly on its course 
that it is sometimes necessary to re- 
lieve “him” when.the sea is high; 
2 passenger recently wrote, remem- 
bering the experience of Aeneas’s 
pilot:

the current.” The discovery is re-. 


ported by brushes and the message 
is Lpiatgitr by vacuum tubes so, 
that. not only is.a’registry made in 
ink on the’chart, but the unsound’ 
rail is itself marked by paint. So 
does science continually and per- 
sistently employ itself to make hu- 
man beings safer, more comfortable, 
whether out at sed, up in the air or 
on the. solid earth.

Speculation and investment. 

To rg Editor of The New York Times: ; 

A letter signed N. C.' Fenton in 
‘Tuy Tres of Saturday, Oct. 6, ‘con- 
tained «a laudable, if somewhat 
foggy, plea that something: be done’! 
about all this speculation. 

Excessive speculation is, of course, 
en evil, but what Mr. Fenton’ over- 
looks is that the differenco- between 
speculation and-investment-is a dif- 
ference of purpose rather than. of 
medium. 

Bonds .may be. bought and are 
bought: for speculation, while: com- 
mon stocks are bought in: large quan- 
tities for the strong-boxes of the 
nation’s investors. 

Mr, Fenton appears to yearn for 
the. happy days during the war when 

people bought bonds. Does he also 
yearn for. the period after the war 
when many of these bondholders 
were forced ‘to sell for cighty-two 
cents on the dollar? 

-Is it not true that the present: un- 
popularity of: bonds among small in- 
vestors: might -be. traced to this 
pointed lesson in finance? . Many 
thrifty. persons: paid a large part of 
their savings for the knowledge that 
in’ a period: of high interest rates -or 
rising» prices, heavy speculative 
losses may accrue to bondholders. 

Mr. Fenton is: quite -right in con- 
demning speculation; but the ‘pur- 
chace of stocks for investment and 
reinvestment of. dividends is a 
healthy sign. . That the businesses of 
our country may be owned by the 
average man rather than a privileged 
few is. the. greatest. hope of. the 
progressive: thinker,’ and this can 
occur only through the purchase of 
common stoci: .

Will Pass on Paintings Submitted, 
With Certificates Following 
Their Approval, 


As part of a plan to curb the grow- 
ing sale of fraudulent puintings in 
this country, the American Art Deal- 
ers Associated have begun a registry 
of paintings by, American artists—a 
sort of Domesday Book of American 
art—to help not only this generation 
but future generations to distinguish 


between genuine and fake: pictures, 
according to Walter S. Grant; Secre- 
tary of the organization. 

So far as is known this is the first 
time such a service has been under- 
taken in behalf of a national art. 
The recent increase in the sale of 
fraudulent paintings is believed by 
dealers to be an aspect of the great 
growth of art appreciation in this 
country within the past few years. 
Until a comparatively short time ago 
buyers of art in this country were 
so few as virtually to be known to 
all dealers. These buyers had de- 
veloped the caution of experience 
and bought only after bei con- 
vinced of the genuineness of the pic-| pus 
tures under consideration. 

With the country’s rapid increase |, 
in wealth and art a yg = the 
situation with regard to buyers has 
undergone a chi e. .A large num- 
ber of new and Ng oe OF pur- 
chasers has come into the.fieid.
